Here are my remarks to City Limits, the news Web site, regarding the lurch in which NYCHA was left, given its severely under-funded situation, following the HUD settlement 
agreement: 


Louis Flores, with the grassroots group Fight For NYCHA, blames the lag in repairs on the city, state, and federal government for failing to fund NYCHA. The group is angry 
that the U.S. attorney’s office did not require much in the way of new funding beyond $1.2 billion over five years and $2.2 billion over the next decade from the city in its 
agreement. 

They want the governor to disburse his promised funds immediately to an independent body that would use it for emergency repairs. Flores says that rather than wait for a 
day when federal government fully funds the authority, the city and state should find their own funding now, pointing to the group's People’s Budget. 

“Not having air conditioning in the summer, heat in the winter, this can have adverse effects on people’s health. This should be considered a public health emergency,” 
Flores says.
